Dies Among Strangers 
One of the most pathetic cases of 
human suffering and death ever wit­ 
nessed Occurred in our community this 
Week, when Joel 
ll. 
Camden ne, 
a 
stranger died and was buried here. 
On Saturday morning, 
the officers 
here were notified by Dr. L. A. Koontz 
of LaCoste that a demented man wa- 
wandering al»ou. in that vicinity in a 
helpless, almost clothesless and a fam­ 
ished condition. 
The generous people 
I of LaCoste did what they could to re­ 
lieve his sufferings and sent him to 
Hondo on the ll o’clock train that he 
might be placed iti the care of the 
county. 
Sheriff Joe (fader met him. 
took him to the court house and made 
him as com forte hie as possible in a 
room in the county jail. 
A physician 
was called in and it was discovered that 
the unfortunate man was dangerously 
ill with typhoid-pneumonia. 
A nurse 
was employed and 
everything done 
that contd ie* to relieve him, but after 
lingering until about eight o'clock Sun­ 
day evening he died. 
He regained 
consciousness 
enough before passing 
away to tell his attendants that he had 
a younger brother and sister with an 
aunt, Mrs. Ellen Thioheigeaux, at Gib­ 
son, La., ami that his parents were 
dea l. 
W here he came from to LaCoste 
or how he got there he never explained. 
On ins person was found a Catholic 
prayer book in which was w ritten his 
name, the place and date of his con­ 
firmation, New Orleans, lag, May 16, 
1910. 
I)r. E. ll. Bourg was hts God­ 
father. 
On a care also in the book was 
; his name, the date of his first commun- 
i in, May 21, 1903, and the place, l>a- 
bodieville, 
[ai. 
Rev. 
Father J. 
J. 
Myers, pastor of the local parish, min­ 
istered to the m an’s spiritual wants 
and afterw ards officiated at the funeral. 
A fter death, an effort was made to 
communicate with the parties mention­ 
ed and the funeral was delayed a* long 
as was expedient in hopes of hearing 
from them. 
The reply being delayed, 
however, a few generous souls provid­ 
ed the means for a decent Christian 
burial and interment was made in the 
Catholic cemetery here, Monday after- 
main. May 29, 1911. 
Shortly after the 
funeral was over, a message was re­ 
ceived from Dr. Bourg to ship the re­ 
mains hut it was tea* late.
